The Christm as Joint Should Be Flank­ 
ed by Yorkshire Pudding. 
No Englishman Or 
Englishwoman 
would consider a Christmas dinner 
properly served without its Joint of 
roast tieef, accompanied often with a 
steaming Yorkshire pudding, 
in house­ 
holds where the second generation 
merely carries out the traditions of 
old England the approved methods of 
preparing these dishes are not so well 
known. 
Those given here have been 
provided by an authority. 
For the 
toast beef select tho top sirloin or the 
third and fourth cut of ribs. 
This 
may lie left for a standing roast or 
have the bones removed and tho roast 
skewered or tied In round shape. The 
time allowed 
for roasting a 
large 
piece of beef la usually twelve min­ 
utes for every pound and twelve min 
ufos for the pan. 
Put a little suet in 
the hoking pan. dredge the roast with 
salt. |*ep|»er and flour and put into a 
very bot oven, with two or three ta 
blespooaful* of l»eef drippings or suet 
on top of the roast, 
lf you wish to 
have a fine brown do not add water 
until the meat is seared.

Preparing In Brine Most Desirable Fee 
Average Farm Conditione, 
All meat that is to go Into Uke cur­ 
ing vessel must be thoroughly cooled 
before It is packed. 
It Is also well to 
let it cool thoroughly before attem pt­ 
ing to cut It Into convenient pieces, 
because it is firmer and eau be cut 
Into much sui<K>ther pieces than when 
It is WH i m. 
Fork may lie dry salted, or cured 
In brine, the latter being the most 
desirable for average farm conditions. 
because It requires less attention and 
takes up less room. 
When pork is 
dry cured It Is necessary to rehandle 
the meat and rub It several times 
with the curing materials used. 
With 
the brine process, the meat Is put in 
the vessel, the brine | hi tired over It, and 
It will not lie necessity to handle It ! 
again until It is ready to be taken out 
ami smoked. 
* Iii cutting the pork. trim all part* 
smoothly, and remove all scraggy por- < 
tlous. as they can ta* u*«*d to advantage 
for sausage meat while fresh, but ara 
wasted if put through the curing pro­ 
c e s s 
in trimming the hams and shoul­ 
ders. ex|»ose as little of the lean meat 
as Is necessary, becall*** the action of 
the salt while in pro «E of curing will 
make tile lean meat hard. 
After all pieces «»f meat have l>een 
pro|s*rly coolad and trimmed, take each 
piece separately and rub It all over { 
wit ii salt and lay it aside for twenty- 
four hours 
After the salt has been 
absorbed, pack It Into a vessel—sirup , 
barrel or any other barrel that has 
bet*ii properly cleaned. 
Pack the meat 
In tightly, putting the hams and shoul­ 
ders ut the bottom. 
Weigh out. for 
each psf pounds of meat, leu pounds 
of salt. four (murals of brown sugar 
and two ounces of saltpeter. 
Dissolve 
this in four gallons of ladling water, J 
Stir It well. so that alt the Halt and 
sugar will tie dissolved 
Let It stand • 
until cool, aud then pour over the meat. 
This amount of water should be suf­ 
ficient to cover well the meat In the 
vessel. 
But a round wooden cover over the 
top and weight it down with a stone 
so as to keep all the meat under the 
brine, hut if not sufficient brine add 
enough to cover the meat. 
Put the 
vessel in some cool place and let It 
stand for from six to eight weeks. 
when the meat will be ready to be 
taken out of the brine and smoked or 
used. 
It may be left in the brine for a 
longer time lf desired. 
The use of 
sugar In brine keeps the lean meat 
from getting hard and also adds a 
sweet flavor to the m eat 
The small 
amount of saltpeter Is used to retain 
the natural color of the meat.—Col­ 
um ns Itural World.

“I ins resulted in igniting and ex­ 
huming the r oil tenth of the six Inch re 
serve magazine. A 14 M, said contents 
including a large quantity of black 
powder. 
T he more or le-s complete 
explosion of the contents of the re 
m ain.ng forward 
m agazine followed 
ih e magazine explosion

Tliev 
will be taken to the White House an 1 
shown to the president in eonnei lion 
with the detailed findings of tbe board. 
TIU.- report wa.* placed in the banda 
of President T au before the cabinet 
meeting, and will be carefully review­ 
ed by him before being made public 
In full. 
Tbe b o a rd s report apparently set­ 
tles definitely, alter many ycais. the 
question of the cause of the explo­ 
sion of the Maine, 
and upholds th# 
findings of tbe Sampson board Imme- 
dia'ely after the destruction of th** 
vessel. 
From the statem ent issued by Mr. 
Meyer It is seen that the outside ex 
pin ion did not In itself de troy th** 
vessel, but caused the explosion of the 
ship’s magazine whi h resulted in the 
destruction ot the Maine and the death 
ut 251 American officers and seam* n. 
Now that the question ot the cause 
of th e disaster is officially settled, the 
army engineers will p n n ee d with their 
work of raising the wreck. They ex­ 
pect to 
complete 
this 
within 
six 
months. 
T he wreck is completely exposed. 
with the exception of parts of t i e 
keel. 
The engineers are engaged In 
sawing the wreck to pieces, this being 
the only practical m eans of removing 
it from the path of commerce. 


The Toited States battleship M aine 
was sent to the harbor of Havana, 
Cuba, in February, IMO*, under com 
mand of Captain Charles I) Sigsbee 
* > »ivp asylum to American citizens 
ti event of any disturbance. 
On the night of Feb. I "> the Maine 
was mysteriously blown up and 253 
American sailors and m arines out of 
"28 men a I >oa rd perished. 
After the 
terrific explosion which sh atteied the 
*tiip she began to sink. 
This dias 
1 inflamed the spirit of 
the American people to such an ex 
tent that the war with Spain followed. 
The court of inquiry appointe I by the 
United S tates navy departm ent made 
an investigation of the explosion, and 
made a report which gave as their be­ 
lief the explosion was “from without.’’ 
The Spanish 
investigators, on the 
other hand, said it was "from within."

The depositions of all the 
witnesses have l>een taken lu writing 
and signed before the trial lieglus 
Each of the Judges has a copy of these 
before him. 
The prosecutor and the 
counsel for the accused furnish to the 
court a list of the witnesses they de 
sir** called, and these are all summon 
•si by the court, w hi ti has power I** 
punt**)) nonattendance. 
The first th.ng that happens when 
the trial begins Is Un* questioning of 
the accused by the presiding justice 
In Italy, as In most of continental En 
rope, a man accused of a crime is con
